Aghevli, a 
former Chief of Staff, has also served as Chief of the Gendarmerie 
and Minister of the Interior. He is reportedly opposed to the Ameri- 
can Gendarmerie Mission inlran and has been linked politically with 
Mullah Kashani.

Most of the officers relieved of duty have not 
been reassigned. Several of them are known to be anti-Communist 
or to have pro-Western sympathies. Their removal from office will 
lessen the possibility of an army attempt to seize power and further 
weaken the Shah's position.

The Embassy in Tehran reports that Allayar 
Saleh, a National Front leader, has been proposed as the next Iranian 
Ambassador to the United States. 

Saleh is emotionally unstable and an opportun- 
ist who has often displayed appeasement tendencies toward the Soviet 
Uniono He has had a long association with Americans, but recently 
he publicly stated his opposition to the Point IV Program and to US 
military aid to Iran. 

' The Shah reportedly favored Saleh as Mossa- 
deq's successor prior to the latter's resignation on 16 July. The proposal 
to send Saleh to Washington may be due to Mossadeq's desire to remove 
a possible rival from the Tehran political scene.
